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THE GAG RULE 


WILL BE IN ORDER IN THE SENATE 
TODAY. 


ALL-DAY TALK ON THE FORCE BILL. 


Senator George Occupies the Floor for Four 
Hours—The Gag Rule Will Have 
Precedence Today. 


WASHINGTON, January 20.—{Special.]—The 
big fight over the cloture rule, expected in the 
senate, was prevented and another day gained 
for the democratic opposition by the shrewd 
generalship of Senator Gorman. 

All through the long fight which commenced 
on the second day of December, Senator Gor- 
man has outgeneraled Senators Hoar and 
Aldrich. 

The movements of the Marylander today 
were without a flaw. Indeed, his management 
of the fight has demonstrated to the repub- 
licans that, although they have the numbers, 
this is to be be no Sioux campaign. They have 
begun to realize that they must fight very hard 
or be defeated. 

THE FIRST SKIRMISH. 

The firstskirmish ofthe day opened at 2 
o’clock, and resulted in a repulse of the repub- 
lican attack, Mr. Aldrich had just called up 
the cloture rule without objection. Senator 
Harris, of Tennessee, was making a. point of 
order against it, that the properadvance no- 
tice had not been given of a motionor resolu- 
tion tochange the rules, when the hour of 2 
o’clock arrived. 

Then, under the rules, it was the duty of the 
vice president to lay the election bill before 
the senate, and according to the republican 
programme Mr. Aldrich moved that the 
cloture rule be retained before the senate until 
disposed of. At the same moment, how- 
ever, Senator George, of Mississippi, 
claimed that he had the right of the 
floor to conclude his remarks on the force bill, 
begun a week agojand resumed yesterday. 
Mr. George refused to yield to anyone, and as 
the vice president had no power to take him 
off the floor, he held it until nearly 6 o’clock, 
discussing the Mississippi constitution. 

THE NEW DEAL. 

At 3:30 o’clock, after talking three and a 
half hours, Senator George asked Senator But- 
ler to read along extract for him while he 
rested. The republicans, however, objected 
to George subleasing the floor to the Caro- 
linian, and raised such a furor about it that 
Mr. George propped himself against his desk, 
and with his arms dangling at his 
side and his tongue almost hanging out from 
pure exhaustion, continued to drop words from 
between his lips. 

Seeing that Senator George would fall from 
exhaustion soon, Senator Gorman arranged a 
new move, and motioned tothe Mississippian 
tostop. He at once dropped into his chair, 
completely exhausted from his four hours 
effort. 

‘Then Senator Aldrich moved to take up the 
cloture rule. 

Senator Gorman made no objection, and the 
rule was apparently taken up by unanimous 
consent. Hoar and Aldrich were surprised at 
this, but having gottenit before the sen- 
ate, moved to adjourn. Thus the cloture rule 
is now the order for tomorrow, instead of 
the force bill. Indeed, the gag rule resolution 
has displaced the fore bill. But Senator Gor- 
man’s contemplated tactics, the democrats be- 
lieve, will knock the entire republican pro- 
gramme into a cocked hat before the week 
ends. 

SENATOR GORMAN’S OBJECT. 

Senator Gorman’s object in not having an 
aye and nay vote on taking up the cloture this 
afternoon was to prevent the republicans from 
learning his strength, and to prevent, embar- 
rassing or committing certain republicans who, 
when the proper time comes, will vote against 
adopting any sort of a cloture or gag rule. 
There are, perhaps, ten of these men—enough 
to kill the rule. 

They are, however, saying nothing just now. 
But had Senator Gorman exhibited his 
strength this early a few of his supporters now 
being in the enemy’s camp n.ight have been 
captured and held by them. 

Tomorrow when debate opens on the rule, 
there will be some sharp skirmishing. The 
fight to a finish is not expected, however, be- 
fore Thursday or Friday. All agree that the 
long battle will be fought to a close this week, 
and one or the other parties must be victorious. 

The Routine in the Senate. 

All the morning business being disposed of, Mr. 
Aldrich moved that the senate proceed to the con- 
sideration of the resolution to change the rules, 
submitted by him on the 29th of December last. 

The motion was agreed to without contest on 


the democratic side. 

Mr. Harris rose to a question of order, and 
quoted rule 40, which provides that no motion to 
modify, amend, or suspend a rule, or part 
thereof, shall be in.order except on one day’s 
notice in writing, specifying precisely the mule, 
or part, proposed tobe suspended, modified or 
amended, and the parts tbereof. The notice

f any rule proposed to be modified, but simply 
left the chair and each senator to find it out for 
himself. He, therefore, argued that the notice 
was not sufficiently specific.

THE CHAIR'S DECISION. 

“The chair is of the opinion,” the vice president 
said, “that a senator entitled to the floor cannot 
transfer that right to any other senator.”

MORGAN IS AT LAST RECOGNIZED. 

Then Mr.Morgan pressed his claim to recog- 
nition, saying that he had addressed the chair five 
or six times and that he thought that the chair 


saw him. 

He was also asked by the vice president to state 
his object. He replied that he had been on his 
fee! addressing the chair, retpectfully, and that he 
did not propose to be overlooked. 

Mr. Aldrich--1 ask that the resolution be laid 
before the senate in accordance with the vote. 

Mr. Morgan—I desire to know whether there is 
any agreement of the senate about this matter,

Then 
the law is to provide for troops at all polls 
where they are petitioned for, or where the 
local supervisors of state board of calivassers 
call for them. It is to provide 
for absolute. federal control without 
state interference, and‘ for any number of 
deputy marshals the supervisors may desire, 
The federal supervisors to have absolute 
charge of the polls: They are to make returns 
to a federal state board of canvassers, who 
shall have absolute power of certification. In 
other words, it would be a law that would 
give republican returning boards absolnte 
power to declare ten republicans elected from 
Georgia if they desired, and these men would 
have protection from United States troops. 

The supervisors, marshals and returning 
boards may be composed of menfrom any 
state in the union. Of course, 
they would be northern men, 
sent south under’ military protection 
After stealing southern states they would reée- 
turn north at once. Although it is entirely

the senate. They believe that it will in no 
wise decrease his availability or his power in 
New York state.

The Star says the announcement in an At- 
lanta telegram last night concerning the ob- 
servance of Lee’s birthday that ‘‘the postoftice 
kept regular holiday hours,” has attracted 
considerable attention at the postoftice depart- 
ment, and inquiry devoloped the fact that no 
request had been received from the Atlanta 
postmaster for permission to close his office on 
that day. 

THE LEAVE THEY HAVE. 

The Star reporter interviewed First Assist- 
ant Postmaster General Whitfield, who stated 
thatit was customary to obtain permission 
from the department when a postoffice was to 
be closed on any day that was not a legal holli- 
day. Headded, however, that theregulations 
gave the postmaster authority to close his 
office, and referred to the following paragraph 
as in question: 

Postmasters may observe as holidays January 
Ist, July 4th, December 25th and such other days 
as the president of the United States, or the gov- 
ernors in their respective states, may designate as 
fast or Thanksgiving Day, or proclaim specially 
as holidays. 

He said, however, that, if the postoffice at 
Atlanta was closed yesterday, as stated, it was 
done in violation of the usage of the depart- 
ment, evenif this action was in accordance 
With the letter of the regulations.

THAT SENSATIONAL TELEGRAM 
Which Caused 


so Much Excitement in 
England. 

WASHINGTON, January @0.—Secretary Blaine 
was asked by a representative of the Associated 
Press today if the state department had learned 
what was the cause of the “war” excitement a 
fortnight since in London. He replied that he 
had just received a copy of The London Times of 
January 6th, in which he found a dispatch from 
its regular American correspondent, dated Phil- 
adelpbia, January 5th, as follows: 

“Naval orders recently issued indicate the 
mtg of aformidable fleet in Pacific waters 

fore hring’s sea fishing season opens. 
Eleven war ships and five revenue cutters are 
now, or will soon be, there, having ninety guns 
and 2,625 men. Eleven other steamers, it is ru- 
mored, will also be chartered for revenue duty, 
thereby increasing the fleet to twenty-three 
ships, with 118 guns and 3,000 men, including two 
of the fastest and most powerful of the new 
cruisers, the San Francisco and Charleston. All 
these canarrive at Port Townsend by May. Six 
on kt San Francisco and nine others in the 
Pacific.” 


Mr. Blaine said that on hearing of this un- 
founded and mischevious telegram, he had sent to 
the nayy ~ gree and had been informed by 
Secretary y that there has been this winter a 
smaHetr naval force on the Pacific than at any 
‘time for the last ten years. Instead of a large 
foree with 118 guns and 3,000 . , a8 The Times 
eorrespondent stated, the whole number of 
is five, the guns thirty-one and the number of 
men 856. e force is not so great as it was in 
January, 1890, and the force then was much 
smaller than it was in January, 1889. 

Mr. Biaine added that he thought the corre- 
spondent of The Times owed an explanation to the 
American people. 

It is stated at the navy department that any one 
making inquiry could have received definite and 
accurate information, and that there was, there- 
fore, no excuse whatever for transmitting erron- 
eous statements to Europe. 


FUNERAL OF BANCROFT. 


Distinguished People Present at the Ser- 
vices. 

WASHINGTON, January 2. —[Special.]— The 
funeral of the venerable historian, George Ban- 
croft, tookiplace this morning at 11 o’clock at St.

ST. PETERSBURG, January 20.—A well known 
Jewish banker named Baron Ginzeburg, last week, 
waited on Durnovo, minister of the interior, and 
asked him to try to alleviate or 
to postpone the carrying out of 
the edits which had been issued for the repression 
of the Jews in Russia. 

During the interview, the baron handed to the 


minister an envelope containing a check for 1,000,- 
000 rubles, payable to the order of the czar. 


Durnovo subsequently obtained an audience 
with the czar and gave him the check, telling him 
of the manner in which it had come into his pos- 
session. The czar thereupon gave orders for the 
arrest of Baron Ginzburg, and sent an aide-de- 
camp tointerrogate the baron in regard to the 
matter. The baron admitted im part the 
accuracy of the statement made by Dur- 
novo. He declared’ however, that the 
check was not given as a bribe, but as 
al: ordinary banking transaction, as the books of 
his firm would show. Investigation being made, 
the books proved that the order had been received 
in the usual manner from Berlin. When these 
facts were told the czar he ordered that the prisoner 
be released from custody. Orders were alse given 
to return the check to Baron Ginsburg, but he 
refused to take it. The czar thereupon ordered 
that half of the money be given to the Red Cross 
society and the other half used for the relief of the 
poor. '

Gus Lee Shoots and Kills Linsey 
Colored. 


CEDARTOWN, Ga.,'January 20.—[Special.})—“Gus 
Lee has killed a negro.’’ These were the words of 
Mr. A. P. King, secretary and manager of the Polk 
County Mining Company, when he came in from 
the mines about a mile and a half from town this 
afternoon.

THE STORY TOLD — 


—_——_—_—_ 
AS TO WHY COLONEL DAWSON MET 
HIS DEATH. 


Richard Howard Tells the Story of Colonel 
Dawson's Treatment of His Wife, and 
Why the Tragedy Happened. 


—— 


Cotumsus, Ga., January 20.—[Special.]— 
The story told by Mr. Richard Howard as to 
how the killing of Colonel Dawson came about 
is one full of interest, and discloses conduct on 
the part of Dawson which palliates the act of 
his taking off. In his atiidavit, Mr. Howard 
goes into the history of the case with great 


minuteness. 

It is quite lengthy and covers fully 3,000 words. 
The affiant proceeds in detail to make a state- 
ment of the unfortunate family troubles which 
led up to the difficulty between the Howards 
and Dawsons. 

It alleges that inthe year 1889, some time in 
March, “I discovered from * information given 
me by my sister Ruth, who had been for a num- 
ber of years subject to fits of insanity, was preg- 
nant. I called upon her and asked ber who had 
ruined her. In reply, she told me, with some 
reluctance, that it was a certain gentleman. 

I could not think so, and at once communi- 
cated with my sister, Mrs. Joseph, what Ruth 
had toldme. At/the request of Mrs. Joseph I 
waited until she{could have an interview with 
Ruth. Sometime afterwards, Mrs. Joseph told me 
that Ruth said it was not the gentleman she first 
said it was, but that it was Colbert Dawson. I at 
once sought Ruth and asked if it was Colbert 
Dawson. She at one replied that it was. 

I then asked, “*‘Why did you tell meit was the 
other one?” She replied that’she did 80 to shield 
Colbert Dawson, for she thought that, owing to 
the relationship, no harm would ,be done that 


other one. 

Immediately Mrs. Joseph and myself went to 
Glennville, Ala., the home of Colbert Daw- 
son, for the purpose of seeking an inter- 
view with him. We arrived at Glennville about 
10 o’clock in the night, and stopped 
with Mr. Logan, our friend and also Colbert's, I 
asked that he (Logan) would go to Colbert Daw- 
son’s and tell him that I wanted to see him. After 
a short while, Logan came over with Dawson. 
I told Dawson of Ruth’s condition and that Ruth 
said he had ruined her, that she had protected 
him (Dawson) as far as was possible and that at 
first she had shielded him at the sacrifice of truth; 
that in trying to shield him she had told me at 
first that another (giving to Dawson the name) 
had ruined her. 

Colbert Dawson admitted that it was true, and 
remarked: “I would not have been surprised if 
you had shot my head off as I entered the room.”’ 

replied: “No, I did not come to harm 
you, but that you would make _ repara- 
tion for the injury done me, my family, 
and my sister Ruth.” 

‘“‘Dawson replied that he was ready and willing to 
do allin his power to make reparation for what 
he had done. [I then told him he must marry my 
sister, and do soat once. He then said that he 
was ready to marry Ruth, but thought that 
the marriage should not be at once, for 
en nan would wonder and it might 
come publicly known. He further res, p> abso 
that Mrs. Joseph be called in and consulted about 
it. Mrs. Joseph camein. He then suggested that 
we return home. He would follow us to Columbus, 
make several visits to sister and we could then 
announce the marriage. We then agreed for the 
marriage to take place in April, my sister and 
myself returned home, and the very next day 
Dawson came to Columbus, called to see my sister 
and made several visits to her before April. I 
thought, and had reason to believe, that he would 
consummate the marriage, and so I told him.” 

The aftidavit goes on to state that Dawson did 
finally marry the girl in April and carried her to 
his home where in July a baby was born, whicha 
few days afterward was reported dead, and affiant 
and his tamily had reason tothink that it was 
foully dealt with. 

Dawson subsequently ve from his wife, 
and gave as a reason that Ruth admitted that he 
was not the father of the child, Defendant had 
every reason to believe that’ the admission 
was obtained under duress and insisted on Daw- 
son keeping his obligation, but he left her. I then 
sent for my sister and had her brought to Coluin- 
bus. Her mental condition was deplorable. She 
was fully insane. After this she was duly com- 
mitted to the asylum in this state, being sent 
from the county of Muscogee. I then sent Dawson 
word that I hoped our paths in life would never 
Cross. ’ 

About September, 1890, my sister Ruth had Léen 
returned from the asylum partially restored, and 
she had again become an inmate of my mother’s 
home, I then decided to prosecute both Dawson 
and Mrs. Griffith, as | thought my sister’s mental 
condition would permit her to. testify, the 
fact that she could not. testify in 
courts being the main reason wh 
I did not start criminal prosecutions before. 
did not attempt to conceal the fact that I intended 
to prosecute them, and this was known by my 
friends in Columbus, and Russell county, Ala- 
bama. 

I heard from various sources after this that 
Dawson had threatened not only my life, 
but the hves of all my family. In addition to 
hearing these threats made by Dawson, all heard 
also that he was defaming the Character of our 
sister Ruth, stating to various parties that she 
was of bad character, and admitting and boast- 
ing of having seduced her and having abandoned 
her after his marriage. Ialsohad reason to be- 
lieve that he knew the fact that I 
was going to prosecute him and _ his 
sister, and that to prevent this being 
done, he was preparing to force a difficulty be- 
tween him and myself and other members of my 
family. 

I cies had heard that, only a few days before the 
1ith day of November, 1590, Dawsun, while in 
Columbus, said that he was prepared for any 
emergency, and exhibited a pistol, stating that 
his friends would match the Howards any day. I 
was prepared to think that he was seeking a diffi- 
culty with us, and would precipitate one if he 
ever met me or any member of my family. 

On the day of the killing of Mr. Dawson, I was 
at the exposition grounds. Iwas on the inside of 
the ring immediately north of the main track, a 
little tothe east of the judges’ stand. I had 
walked about there, and wasin there by permis- 
sion of the badge that [bought that entitled me 
to all parts of the ground. 

I was not among Mr. Dawson’s associates or his 
friends, or his horse, or where I thought Mr. Daw- 
son would come, unless it were to make an attack 
on my life. 

At the close of the gentlemen’s roadsters’ race, 
I was standing, at that time,due east of the 
judges’ stand near my brother, Robert Howard. 
Dawson and Fletcher came out, Fletcher first and 
Dawson second of that heat. 

They drove up, and as soon as they took up 
their horses they came back, saluted the judges 
and then drove again east, and I was surprised 
when about fifteen feet east of the judges’ stand 
to see Dawson stop his horse quickly, get out of 
his cart and come ander the railing. 
I say I was surprised from the _ fact 
that there were family troubles which 
Mr. Dawson was well Siware of he knew of 
that led me to believe hereafter that they 
would be fully detailed, and that he would not 
willingly approach me unless he intended to take 


my life. 

As he came under the _ railing 
advanced towards us and in some

Walker's 
Pass, it is said, is five miies long and only wide 
enough for one road. Both roads have surveyed 
it, and Thursday night, learning that the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga ana St. Louis people had se- 
cured the right-of-way, the Nashville and Knox- 
ville people started a gang of men to the pass. 
The Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis gangs 
were also sent out from Cookeville, and, reaching 
the pass at midnight, took possession and broke 
ground. They are now guarding the pass. It is 
alleged that the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis movement is to compel the Nashville and 
Knoxville people to sell out.

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A Strange Mystery. 
The reported death in an Arizona desert 
of Doc Wilson, of Rhode Island, recalls an 
pid mystery that has puzzled New England 
many years. | 

Wilson lived in abject poverty until he 
reached manhood. He was very ignorant, 
and was apparently helpless and friendless. 
Suddenly he began to occasionally visit 
Philip Moen, a wealthy manufacturer of 
Worcester, Mass. He obtained large sums 
from Moen, and spent: money lavishly, 
building a fine hotel, and marrying a beau- 
tiful woman. For years he lived like a rich 
man. Whenever he wanted money he drew 
on Moen. 

Finally Moen kicked, and Wilson sued 
him, claiming that he was his son and the 
rightful owner of his patent barbed wire 
fence. Wilson lost the suit, and his wife 
obtained a divorce from him. After this 
the fellow became a wanderer, until he died 
of cold and starvation in Arizona, a few 
weeks ago. 

The mystery will probably remain one 
forever. This common tramp who made a 
millionaire do his bidding for years, and 
supply him with several fortunes, must have 
known some secret of Moen’s life of a very 
scandalous or criminal nature. He was 
evidently a blackmailer, strong-willed and 
unscrupulous. It is not likely that he told 
the truth in his suit. That was a mere 
bluff, and the real secret was held back with 
the hope of extorting more money, But the 
facts will never come out, Wilson is dead, 
and Moen will not talk. 


The Two Canals. 

While the proposition is pending to have 
our government guarantee the interest on 
the Nicaragua Canal Company’s bonds, it 
will be of interest to note the effect of the 
scheme in Europe. 

M. Monchicourt, the liquidator of the 
Panama Canal Company, will soon take hold 
ofthe enterprise and push it forward to com- 
pletion before the Nicaragua canal can be 
finished. He thinks that the better plan 
would be for the governments of the United 
States and France to unite and construct the 
Panama canal. If this is not done, he pre- 
dicts that tlf Nicaragua enterprise will lag 
behind the other, which is nearly completed. 

It will strike most people that the French- 
man claims too much, According to the 
best evidence, the Panama canal is not 
nearly completed. The surface of the isth- 
mus is merely scratched, and the suspension 
of work has ruined some of the machinery, 
and has caused the excavations to be partly 
filled up again. Then the engineering difficyl- 
ties in the way will cause a much larger 
outlay of money than will be required for 
the Nicaragua route. 

There is another reason why our govern- 
ment does not feel disposed to join France 
in the Panama project. The French govern- 
ment proposes to raise funds through the 
medium of a lottery. Our governinent, on 
the other hand, is doing all it can to sup- 
press lotteries. Under the circumstances we 
cannot consistently go into partnership with 
the biggest wheel of fortune that has been 
geen in the present generation. 

If the French government is going into 
the lottery business to complete its big 
ditch, it will have to do so without an 
American partner. But, apart from this 
for this 
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cial interests will force us, sooner or later, 
to control that strip of territory, and no 
matter who constructs a canal between the 
two oceans, the United States will find it 
necessary to take charge of it. Viewed 
from every standpoint, it is impossible to 
think of any state of affairs that would make 
it advisable for us to take hold of the ill-fated 
Panama ditch with the visionary French- 
men who have already sunk too much 
money in it, 


Why They Get Drunk, 

The Chicago Herald continues from day 
to day to publish the fact that liquor is 
being used to fire the fanaticism of Hoar’s 
associates in their struggle to pass the force 
bill. 

It has been found that the republican sen- 
ators in their sober moments show very little 
zeal and energy in fighting for this infamous 
measure. They know that the bill has for 
its object the destruction of free govern- 
ment. It is intended to give a republican 
administration the power to re-elect itself. 
The whole business is odious, and requires 
a disloyal conspiracy to put it through. 

So some of these faint-hearted senators 
who are unwillingly yielding to the party 
lash try to absorb a little Dutch courage by 
getting drunk. Under the circumstances, 
their conduct is perfectly natural. Sober 
men, unless they are very malignant parti- 
sans, would not work with all their might 
day after day to put a bayonet behind every 
black ballot in the vain hope of establishing 
negro domination in the south. 

It takes madmen or drunken men to en- 
gage in such work. To the outside world, 
soberly looking on, the senators who are 
straining every nerve to make the force bill 
a law have all the appearance of men who 
are both mad and drunk. 


It Was a Rich Man’s Panic. 

It is safe enough now to pass judgment 
upon the recent panic. 

The flurry was confined to the financial 
world—to Wall street, and other money 
centers. It wasa panic among speculators 
and money lenders. ‘The people generally 
were not touched by it, although many for 
a time gave way to timid fears. 

The general run of business: has been 
good all the time. But people with money 
felt alarmed and refused to lend under any 
condition. ‘They locked up their funds, and 
by their cautious conduct caused a scare to 
run throughout the land. 

When people had time to think the mat- 
ter over, and survey the situation, they saw 
that there was really no ground for a panic. 
Especially is this true of the south. In this 
section the people are gradually getting out 
of debt; they are rapidly developing their 
material resources; new capital is seeking 
investments, and the outlook is promising. 

It will be said that money is scarce. So it 
was @ yearago, and so it will be a year 
hence, unless the volume of currency is ex- 
panded to meet the demands of business. 
Money has not suddenly disappeared. We 
have simply opened our eyes to the fact that 
our per capita cireulation is too small, and 
that when the crops are to be moved there is 
a greater demand for ready cash. 

So far as the people are concerned, there 
isno panic. The scarcity of money is a 
normal condition under our present financial 
system, and there can be no marked change 
for the better until we expand the currency 
and get rid of the most oppressive features 
of the national banking system. This re- 
form is bound to come sooner or later. 


Against the Conger Lard Bill. 

The bankers and commercial men of At- 
lanta have forwarded to Senator Colquitt a 
protest against the Conger lard bill, accom- 
panied by a letter requesting him to use his 
influence against the measure. We are glad 
to see the bankers taking an interest ina 
matter which might be supposed to affect 
ohly the farmers and the manufacturers of 
cotton seed oil. They perceive, however, 


that any measure which cripples or destroys, 


this new industry, will seriously affect a 
great many other interests—the Wwhele south, 
in fact. 

In their protest the bankers call attention 
to the fact that although the manufacture of 
cotton seed oil is a new industry, which may 
be said to have barely passed the experimental 
stage, it has asked no protection from the 
government, depending alone on individual 
energy and enterprise; and yet it has already 
become an important factor in the industrial 
development of the south, and of the whole 
country. It not only usesa product of the 
cotton plant that has heretofore practically 
gone to waste, but it has given to the world 
another pure food product both cheap and 
wholesome, ‘ 

The new industry has added to the diver- 
sity of occupation and employment, has 
given to the southern farmers, both white 
and black, a new and profitable market for 
their cotton seed, and is’ properly regarded 
as one of the most important devolopments 
of the present industrial era. 

We have already shown in these columns 
the animus and intention of the Conger lard 
bill. Itis not in the interest of pure food, 
although some of the western farmers have 
been deceived into believing that itis. It 
will not adda thousandth part of a cent to 
the value of the western hog. It is purely 
and simply an effort on the part of bribed 
and subsidized congressmen to legislate 
against the production of cotton seed oil in 
the interest of a combination of lardmakers. 
A wholesome food product is to be legislated 
out of the market in order that the people 
may be compelled to pay more for an un- 
wholesome food product.

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“STANFORD'S SCHEME 


FOR GOVERNMENT LOANS ON LAND 
AT 2 PER CENT. 


The Senator Interviewed by George Alfred 
Townsend—The Lack of Money in 
the Country. 


In an interview with George Alfred Town- 
send, Senator Leland Stanford outlines his 
scheme for government loans upon land at 2 
per cent interest. 

Itis an interesting coincidence that the 
Stanford boom for the presidency began simul- 
taneously with the appearance of the 2 per 
cent land loan plank in the #armers’ Alliance 
platform. It is aiso interesting to ob- 
serve that the western wing of the 


alliance put it there over the protest of the 


more conservative southern element. The 
west is staggering under a load of land mort- 
gages, and Senator Stanford knows it. When 
he put forward his bill, that trouble was more 
talked of among the western farmers than all 
the issues they have since debated and agi- 
tated the country upon. The land 
loan idea was opposed in the 
Ocala convention by southern members 
on the ground that it would not give a flexible 
currency, which would appear and disappear 
with the crops, adjusting itself automatically 
to their volume. This idea of a currency 
automatically flexible was the distinctive 


feature of alliance principies, the one which 
was claimed by alliance leaders to be 
the greatest discovery the science 
of political economy since the 
days of Adam Smith. Dr. Macune at Ocala stated 
positively that the landloan idea was in no sense 
a substitute for the subtreasury scheme. 

_ Now that both measures will come before con- 
gress for serious discussion, it will be interesting 
to hear what Senator Stanford has tosay for his 
scheme. 

SENATOR STANFORD'S SCHEME. 

“J amended the title of my bill recently: ‘A bill 
to enable the United States to circulate its 
money’,” said he. “You know there must be a 
consideration for putting money out; the govern- 
ment is as poor as the poorest man to lo 
otherwise. hat was the disability of the 
greenbackers ; after the money was 
printed there was nothing to exchange 
itfor. We buy silver and coin it, but the govern- 
ment will not accept any consideration which the 
people have to offer except the bonds. Ninety 
percentof their face is accepted, and to that 
extent currency is issued. But 3 percent of the 
exchanges of the country are 2 ag oe by 
money ; the rest by drafts, bills, checks. Hence, 3

per cent stringency or panic doubles the want of: 


money; a rush for money to that percentage puts 
it out of the reach of all butafew. A failure to 
find $100,000,000 by the Barings nearly breaks 
Europe and America. This cannot be a secure 
Civilization if such a remote, little cause affects 
the nations. ; 

“But why have not other nations, with longer 
experience, entertained the same thought?” 

“That reflection made me hesitate so long—why 
have they not? I said. But their functions are 
not algogether like ours; they stop with the state, 
as a® debtor or creditor. The welfare of their 
people has been but an incidental part of their 
polity. In the last century they have done 
many things which were extreme innovations— 
sold lands totheir serfs on long time by state 
assistance: abolished Squdality. etc. Here we 
are discharging the debt, the basis of the cur- 
rency of above a quarter. of a century, and pro- 
viding no other basis. Mr. Mills told me thatthe 
coining of all our silver product would do a 
great ‘deal of harm. I fail tosee it. Ifdebt was 
a good basis of money, silver coin cannot be 
very dangerous.”’ 

“The pointis made that 
grains in your silver dollar?” 

“Yes, Senator Blair made that point with me, 
I took outa silverdollar and asked him what it 
was worth. He said about 73 cents. Said I, ‘Blair, 
I will give you 994 cents per dollar for 100,000 like 
this one, and then I will duplicate the order.’ He 
said that the government had made it safe for 
me to make that offer. ‘Yes,’ said I, ‘and that is 
all which gives any kind of money the money 
value.’

“As I have said, there must be a consideration. 
If Mr. Astor had $100,000,000 of real estate and 
borrowed to the full amount of it it would prob- 
ably depreciate, but to say thata state of things 
might arise where he could not borrow $100,000 in 
money upon his we!l-known wealth would be to 
relate an extreme case of what has lately aagenane. 
r can only borrow money now in New York on 

ll,and ithas ranged near about 20 per cent. 
Long loans you could not get atall, such as the 
state of society expects. Now the farmer has the 
best security and can borrow the least upon it. He 
generally borrows from outside men, whose rate is 
determined by how bad he wants the money.” 

“Why are the banks hostile to silver ?”’ 

“Because it comes in direct competition with 
their currency, being the people’s money, as gold 
does not.” 

“It is argued that gold will leave the country if 
we coin 60 much siiver.”’ 

“Where is this gold which is to leave us? I 
have not seen in months in the east a gold piece. 
If a treasury note, a silver dollar and a gold jollar 
were placed before you to choose, I sup you 
would take the note first, the silver dollar next 
and the gold piece last;. even a five-dollar gold 
piece, which would run therisk of being passed 
off instead of a silver quarter, is seldom hoarded. 
As in France, the money for the pocket and 
the stockings is silver. That hoarded silver 
went up to the relief of the French 
government and discharged the vast debt to Ger- 
many. Predictions were long ago made that to in- 
crease the silver coinage would expel all the gold; 
we have increased the purchase of silver till it 
amounts within a fraction of the whole silver 
yield of our mines and nothing has ensued like 
the predictions. I regard the subject as of little 
or no rea) hazard. In 1873 we were producing more 
silver than ever before or since, and no apprehen- 
sions were expressed. The country, I am satisfied, 
has not money enough, and that was the voice of 
the late elections.” 

‘“*Do you find plenty of authority for this posi- 
tion’?’’ 

“Yes. In Franklin’s works I find that the whole 
question of advancing the public credit was gone 
over in the history of Pennsylvania, and he 
maintained that money was the stamp, not the 
medium, as had to be the casein barbaric times, 
where faith was unknown between different 
races, and the metallic medium only was in vogue. 
Money merely exercises the value of something, 
and the nearest you can get to the real value fs 
labor, which itis not easy to represent; land is 
the next thing that I can think of.” 

The senator illustrated this in various ways, as 
by a man witha wagon and a horse; the horse 
dies, and the manand the wagon are maa 
from earning unless somebody will lend him the 
money to replace his horse. 

“Suppose the land should return upon the 
state?’’ 

“That is not possible under the conditions of my 
bill. Public advertisement must be made of the 
assessed value of the Jand; if it is assessed too 
high that will be a matter of information, and 
correction will follow, Another purchaser will 
come forward for land sacrificed at 2 per cent only 
on half its value, or 1 per cent—in fact, $1 on $100.” 

Among the illustrations Governor Stanford 
gave was that of Smith and Alexander Mitchell, 
in Wisconsin, before the day of national banks. 

“lI lived there with my wife before going to 
California; the searcest of all thing was money. 
A person with $3,000 was considered rich, and $200 
a year provided fora family when eggs wére 4 
cents a dozen and hams 2or3cents a pound. To 
meet the desire of currency money Smith, of Chi- 
cago, and Mitchell, of Wisconsin, procured a 
charter for a fire and marine insurance com- 
pany, coupled with which was some _ kind 
of privilege, or stretch of authority, 
to issue scrip. They floated $3,000,000 
of it. Isuppose it was illegal, for almost every 
attorney general began suit against them, yet so 
needful was currency of some kind that the peo- 

Je sustained the money, and every suit had to be 
aro oped for the impossibilitv of enforcing the law 
aenliat the public want. There were $3,000,000 
absorbed, upon no foundation of reaity, and still 
there came no fimaucial crash. Money is the 
medium requisite to equalize an exchange of 
values; nothing else will serve.” :

The committe has taken no action yet, but 
quite a number of bids forthe site have been 
submitted. Tennessee, in which state the de 
nomination is quite strong, isan active bidder. 
Graysville, Tenn., has offered considerable 
inducements. 

Alpharetta and Marietta, Ga., have also bid 
for the location of the college. 

Other places have made bids. 

ABOUT THE ORDER. 

The order of Seventh Day Adventists is in- 
creasing rapidly in strength in this country.

SOMETHING ADDITIONAL ABOUT 
THE CONGO COMPANY. 


Secretary Clayton Writes Two Letters—They 
Do Not Agree—Atlanta Negroes May 
Get Some Money Back. 


The Africacraze shows no signs of abatement. 

The deluded negroes still cling to the hope that 
news of the steamer will soon arrive. 

There were no nore accessions to the number of 
emigrants yesterday, and those who have already 
arrived seem to be taking life easy in their tem- 
porary homes. 

There is a considefaple scramble among the 
railroad agents to secure them for western 
farmers. 

Kiut su far all their efforts have been unavailing. 
The negroes will not even talk about changing 
their route. They persist in going to Africa by 
the Congo-American Steamship Association route, 

The association bids fair not to materialize, and 
the delayed steamer has not appeared in the offing. 

-Thereare anumber of planters from Missis- 
Sippi and Louisiana here in search of laborers, 
and they have made every effort and offered every 
inducemeht to get the negroes, to no purpose. 

Dr. J. W. Jones, ex-superintendent of the state 
asylum, but now a prominent planter, living 100 
miles this side of New Orleans, is among the num- 
ber. He said yesterday that he bad found these 
negroes a very tough set to deal witb. 

The negroes of this section, this side of the 
Mississippi river, have emigrated further west 
until there is a dearth of farm laborers. 

Pegieg Williams has orders for 3,000 or 4,000, 
that he has benn unable to fill. and he has tried 
every way to get these Africa-bound negroes to go 
west. Hehas hopes of ultimately succeeding, 
for they will have to go somewhere, and the Afri- 
can scheme is evidently a failure. 

The negroes will soon exhaust their scan 
means, and then the authorities will have to get 
rid of them some way. 

A Letter from the Secretary. 

Secretary Thomas J. Clayton, of the United 
States and Congo National Emigration Steam- 
ship Company, seems to be considerably agi- 
tated over the newspaper reports about the 
enigration scheme. 

The secretary—who is a negro clerk in one 
of the departments at Washington—takes ex- 
ceptions at some of the newspaper comments 
and endeavors to explain the company’s atti- 
tude. With this end in view he has written a 
long letter to several southern papers, this one 
to THE CONSTITUTION:

TON, January 18.—Tothe Editor of The Constitu- 
tion: Il read in The Post, of this city, taken from 
the Atlanta pe the following, viz: ‘Colored 
Men Shametully Deluded.”’ 

[ beg to correct some mistatements as regards 
this company, of which I became secretary Octo- 
ber 8, 1890, by becoming a shareholder in the com- 
pany. I was informed at the time that all persons 
connected with the company were to purchase 
stock of thecompany. SoalMthe agents were in- 
structed to organize societies with that stated 
among our people, to be known as African emi- 
grants to go to Africa, the land of our ancestors. 

They were to pay $l as a guarantee of their 
good intentions, the dollar to be accred- 
ited to their passage, minus15 cents for in- 
cidental expenses. Judge R.S. Tharin, of this 
city, was to receive a subsidy for the company, or, 
in otber words, secure a subsidy on each dollat 
put in by applicants to cover the remainder of the 

assage oro be Also, hg was to secure by subsidy 
$30,000 needed to start the scheme, together with 
the sale of company stocks in $100 shares, the 
money to go in bank only to be used 
in transporting society members to Atrica, and all 
moneys thus realized are in bank today. As far as 
I am aware, there is no delusion being practiced, 
and just as soon as subsidy is raised, or $30,000, 
the ey oe will sail, and our corporation counsel, 
Judge Tharin, is now negotiating fur us and says 
it will succeed, notwithstanding false rumors to 
the contrary. The company did not 
authorize its agents nor any one else 
to demoralize labor. but to organ- 
ize with a view at some subsequent time to go to 
Africa—not this year, next year, nor this month, 
nor next month; but all depended on the sale of 
stock, subsidy and $30,000, together with mem- 
bership fees, and when raised all mem- 
bers would have due notice and every- 
thing work in a systematic way, not pell mell 
as the Georgia papers seem to give it. If some 
one has been indiscreet and inaccurate in givin 
the information the company is not to blame. 
amanew member in the company, and I pever-un- 
derstood that $1 was the absolute passage to Africa. 
I understood it to be subsidized by the sale of 
stock, etc., and no one is being duped as far as I 
am aware, thongh the money don’t pass through 
my hands, but I know of every dollar that has been 
received, and know it is on deposit in the bank. 
Every one who has paid money, if they are dis- 
pleased, can return their receipts and get their 
dollar, for there is no desire to wrongfully hold it. 
The company will sometime secure a subsidy, the 
$30,000 and passengers, too,despite opposition and

this short and disjointed letter, hoping that the 
truth may be gleaned from it, as the company 
don’t wish to cover up its acts, for they are _" 
mate and can stand scrutiny.

Some Money Saved. 

There isa chance for the Atlanta crqwd to 
get back a little of the money they have paid 
into the hands of the Washington gang. 

The following special to THR CONSTITUTION 
from Washington explains this phase of the 
affair: 

WASHINGTON, January 20.—[Special.]—The 
negroes composing the United States and 
Congo Emigration Company are in a perfect 
stew over their exposure today. 

It developed that Orange Davis, who was 
sent here by the would-be emigrants in At- 
lanta, is the only honest one in the lot. 

It looks like Davis, however, has been 
robbed of nearly ail the $1,485 he brought 
here. He was here with the money on the 
30th of December. Rev. Thomas Peeke, the 
Marietta preacher, and O’Brien, the treasurer, 
took him to Mr. George W. Morse, the agent 
of several steamship lines here, who had had 
@ previous talk with Peekeand the others., Mr, 
Morse says Davis looked honest and he sus- 
pected the other negroes wanted his money. 


He, however, told them if they wanted him to~ 


make preliminary arrangements about getting 
a steamship, they must deposit a certified 
$500 with him as an 
evidence of good faith. George Davis 
then drew out $1,056. Mr. Morse told him he 
had best deposit that in the bank, and sent his

National bank. There Davis deposited the 
money giving to Mr. Morse a certified check 
for $500, and giving O’Brien, the treasurer of 
the Congo Company, a check for the remain- 
ing $556. Davis could not write his name, but 
made his mark to the check in 
the presence of the bank officials. 
Mr. Morse has not heard from Davis since, 
until last night, when he received a telegram 
telling him to turn over the certified check 
for $500 to O’Brien, the treasurer. Mr. Morse, 
however, says he will not do so, nor will he 
deliver the check to any one but Davis. In- 
deed, he says the telegram might be a forgery. 
and when he returns the checks which he now 
has,and which are dated December 30th, 
it must be to Davis himself. Mr. Morse says 
these negroes have been coming to him at in- 
tervals since last October, but since he told 
them it would cost $30,000 to take a ship load 
of 1,200 negroes to Liberia they have been look- 
ing elsewhere. They told him they were going 
to Baltimore to look for a 
ship. Mr. Morse says the whole 
thing seems to him to be 
a scheme to delude and rob the ignorant 
negroes of certain sections of the south. The 
charges are that the $500 check is all that re- 
mainsof the money Orange Davis brought 
here. 
The Pow-Wows Last Night. 

The exodusters held a grand pow-wow at Schell’s 
hall on Mitchell street last night. 

Fully 1,200 negroes whose names were on the 
roll to sail for the promised land, were in the 
crowd. 

lt was all Officers Lackey and Newberne, who | 
were sent there, could do to keep the crowd even 
tolerably orderly. 

Since opposition has arisen among the more if- 
telligent negroes the leaders have been very care- 
ful not to aliow any of these to get on the inside 
of the fold, lest they might work disaster to the 
scheme, 

A regular secret traternity has sprung up. 

One of the elect, whose regar@ for the binding 
power of his oath of secrecy 1s rather flexible, gave 
away sowe of the things that transpired in last 
night’s Meeting to a CONSTITUTION reporter. 

{rom what he tells, it seems that the meeting 
was called together to get a hearing from Orange 
Davis, the treasurer of the emigration scheme. 

Davis was on hand and made a partial showing. 

He said he had paid $1,000 to the steamship peo- 
ple in Washington. 

Five hundred dollars of this, he said, he paid 
while he was in Washington somo time ago, and 
the other five hundred he had depositedin a 
Washington bank, to be drawn out by the com- 
pany when the ship was ready to start. 

When that. time came, he was to telegraph to 
this bank to have the second $500 paid over to the 
steamship company. 

Davis said he had telegraphed to the company, 
but he had never received any answer from them, 

He said he had tickets to show for the money he 
had paid out, but so far nobody has been favored 
with a glimpse of the coveted tickets. 

The meeting only lasted long enough for. Davis 
to make his statement. 

There is to be another meeting tonight. 

Thureday night Davis announced the final meet- 
ing would take place. He said everything weuld 
be In readiness to start for Africaor the scheme 
would go up. 

In case the ship is not in readiness by Thursday 
night, Davis stated he would make a fuil and com- 
plete statement of the whole business. 

Davis has received about $2,000, as treasurer, 
and the negroes are beginning to suspect that he 
is not doing the square thing. 

Thursday night's meetin gwill be interesting.

EDITOR CONSTITUTION: We have seen several 
articles lately in The Atlanta Evening Journal 
written by the handsome(’?) idler of walking-match 
fame. His articles are as tar from being true as his 
pedestrianism was a success.

If that 
is true (which it is not) it is, to say the least of it, 
pretty tough on Chief Connolly and his force of 
efficient poiice. The lawis strictly adherred to, 
andevenif by chance a stableman varies five 
ininutes from the time he is promptly arrested; 
and ex-Recorder Anderson will testify and the 
records at the stationhouse will show that all offen- 
ders were tined. Now if the aforementioned hand- 
some(?) fat Idler willshow in the history of At- 
lanta, where a single person—-white 
or black—old or young—male or female— 
ever received personal injuries by being run over 
by a loose mule in a drove while being carried 
from any of the different stables to the shipping 
pens, then we will ceaseour argument, and say 
Stop the inule nuisance. Canthis be said of in- 
corporations, viz.: street care. dummies, engines 
or electric cars? Healso refers to Macon as a city 
with laws, and good ones, as regards the running 
of mules through the streeis. But Macon is only 
a retail market, handling a number of mules that 
is, comparatively speaking, only a drop in the 
bucket compared with Atianta. St. Louis is the 
largest stock market in the world, and as to popu- 
lation, ‘‘we think some larger than Macon.” The 
fathers of that city allow the running of mules 
through the streets. Also Louisville, Ky., Lex- 
ington, Ky., and, in fact, every city that enjoys 
the reputation of a wholesale stock market. We 
would now, Mr. LEditor, like to call 
the attention of the  Atlanta-lovin peo- 
ple of our eéity to a few nefits 
drived from our stock trade. ‘Atlanta, as is well 
known, stands almost equal to St. Louis as a stock 
market. Over three and one-half millions of 
dollars’ worth of mules were sold: here last year, 
and this year bids fair to overreach the trade of 
last. There are between 2,500 and 3,000 mules and 
horses on the market at present—say 115 carloads. 
These mules are attended by their owners from 
Tennessee, Kentucky, Missouri, Indiana, Kansas 
and other western states. If a law is passed pro- 
hibiting the running of mules through the streets 
it will eventually kill Atlanta as the largest 
southern stock market, as it did Nashville several 
years ago. Doyou not think it will injure At. 
lanta? Ask the grain merchants, who are paid 
hundreds of thousands of dollarsannually. Ask 
the bankers, who are paid thousands of dollars 
for exchange annually. Askthe hotel and res- 
taurant proprietors, the grocery men, the clothing 
men—in fact every business man in Atlanta, even 
down to the humble bootblack,if the stock men 
are a benefit to them or not. 

These are a few, Mr. Idler, who are personally 
interested. As to tying them together, that is a 
matter of impossibility, because a great many of 
them are young and green and if they were broken 
it would be impossible to handle the vast numbers 
that come on every train.

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, January 20.—In the stock market the 
bulls seem to be discouraged over the situation of 
financial legislation at Washington, and declare that 
if the representatives of the farmers of the country are 
to manage its finances, business will be kept in an un- 
settled condition. The market today was very dull 
and featureless, trading being left almost entirely in 
the hands of room traders, who, being bearish, ham- 
mered stocks during the forenoon, and later tried to 
cover short sales. The result of the day’s business is 
to leave all stocks within slight fractions of last night’s 
figures. The pressure seemed to be principally upon 
Industrials which were so strong yesterday, and Union 
‘Pacific and Chicago Gas and Laclede Gas were forced 
off oyer 1 per cent. In early trading, after an irregular 
opening, when the pressure was removed, however, 
extreme dullness settled over the market and was 
never lifted during the remainder of the day, while 
prices under absence of selling and limited demand 
from shorts slowly crept upward and by the close, 
which was dull and firm, early losses were in almost 
all cases about covered. Some little animation in 
Union Pacific, New England, Grangers and Industrials 
relieved the monotony, but dealings were otherwise 
entirely devoid of interest. Final changes are irregu- 
lar with not a single one of note.

An Obstructive Fence That the People 
Want Moved. 

There isafence on West Peachtree street that 
ought to be removed.

A ConstrTuTIon reporter called on his 
honor, Dr. John W. Nelms, the mayor of West 
End, at his office in the old capitol building 
yesterday. 

‘‘Have you seen of the action of the Atlanta 
council on the annexation of West End?”’ he 
was asked. 

‘I have,” said Mayor Nelms, ‘‘and I have 
been thinking of the matter this morning. I 
like the spiritin which Atlanta has gone at 
the matter, and I will assure the public that 
West End will meet it in the same spirit half 
way.” 

“When will the West End council act on 
the matter?’ 

“Our next regular meeting is the first Mon- 
day night in February, but it will give me 
pleasure to call the council together 
at any time that its members signify 
a desire to meet to consider’ this 
subject. There is, of course, no uoubt about 
its adopting a similar resolution to that of the 
Atlanta council, for, at least, no harm can 
come from negotiating. The committees can 
meet and talk the matter over, and they can 
possibly agree upon terms for annexation sat- 
isfactory to both West End and Atlanta. This 
agreement can be submitted to the people, and 

if itis approved, that settles it. If itis not, 
no harm is done. <As for myself, I was 
opposed to annexation when the qnestion was 
up before, and I voted against it. I did 
so becanse I did not think that the 
inducements offered for becoming 
a part of Atlanta corresponded to 
the proportionate responsibility which West 
End would have assumed by annexing itself. 
The public debt of Atlanta is, I believe, over 
two million dollars, Of course as a part of the 
city we would be compelled to bear our propor- 
tionate share of this. We would be willing todo 
this if in return we were guaranteed and were 
given advantages which would make matters 
even. I think that, whenever Atlanta makes 
up its mind that it is willing to take in West’ 
End on an exactly equal}, fair and upright 
basis, West End will join it. I do not 
think it will until we consider that the trade is 
even.”
